The Patal Cramp, 


A writer in the British Medical Journal 
calls attention ta the frequent notices of 
death, by cramps, of bathors, and suggests 
suine preventives—remedics are in these 
too late. He says that cramp is a 
painful and tonic muscular spasm. It may 
occur in any part of the body, but it is es 
pecially apt to occur in the lower extremi- 
ties and, in its milder forms, it is limited 
to a single muscle. Pain is severe,and the 
contracted muscles are hard and cxquis 
itely tender, Ina few minutes the spasm 
and pain ceases, leaving o loca) sensation of 
fatigue and soreness. When cramp affects 
only oné extremity, no swimmer or bather 
endowed with average presence of mind, 
need drown ; but when cramp seizes the 
’ ary inuscnlar system, as 
it probably does in the worst cases, noth- 
ing, in the absence of prompt and eflicient 
extraneous assistance, can save the indi- 
vidual from drowning. Its most powerful 
and most avoidable cause is the sudden 
immersion of the body, when its surface is 
highly licated, in water of a relatively low

Of all those who are devoting their on 
engios tosthoey iwork of ondeavoruy to 
sap the foundation of the Uhristian religion 
by discrediting and ridiculing the recor! on 
which that faith is founded, Herbert Spen- 
cor is the most insidious and the most dan- 
gerous. ‘The attacks of Huxley, Tyndatl, 
and Others of the so-called Darwinian scliwol 
arélrather incidental than direetyur inten- 
tional, arishiy: rather from ticle peculiar 
system of philosophy than from any huat- 
red to Christianity itself; and 
Hacckel and his disciples openly avow their 
disbelief in'the authenticity and their con- 
tempt, for the authority of the Scriptures, 
their arguments are addressed chivily to 
the learned minority, and fail to reach o1 
influence the unscientific masses ; but the 
social, moral and political problems, which 
Mr. Spenter lins chosen as his spocisity, 
take fumhuch*wider range, and his writings 
are read and studied, and his opinions aud 
argumentscanyassed in all classes of society, 
from the highest to the lowest.

Naturally 
enought such a ohe will be iudiguaut when 
changed With irreliyion, bécausé he declines 
to ape the Garpenter-thieury of creation 
us the most worthy one, He may think 
it needless, as it is dificult, to conceal lus 
repugnance toacreed which tacitly as- 
cribes to the Unknowable a love of adula- 
tion such as would be despised in a human 
being. Convinced as he is that all punish- 
ment, a8 we see it wrought out in the or- 
ver of nature, is but a disguised benefi- 
cence, there w rhaps escape from him 
an angry condenmation of the belief that 
punishment is a diyine vengeance, and that 
divine vengeance is eternal. He may be 
tempted to show his contempt when he is 
told that actions instigated by an unselfish 
sympathy, or by a pure love of rectitude 
ure intrinsically sinful, and that conduct is 
truly good only when it is due to a faith 
whose openly professed imotive is other- 
worldliness. But he must restrain such 
feelings, &."" On this the lamented noble- 
man, whose latest production has called 
forth these remarks, and whose life was a 
beautiful example of Christian practice, as 
his writings are of Christian faith, in tho 
spirit of charity inculcated and practised 
by the divine founder of our religion, com- 
ments in the following terms: 


“And the Christian must also restrain 
his feelings of ‘indignation,’ ‘repugnance,’ 
‘angry condemnation,’ and contempt,’ whon 
he meets with such a burlesque of Christ- 
ianity as that set forth in the paragraph 
just quoted. —Notbeing able to read the 
hearts of his fellow men,he must needs on- 
deavor to'give thom credit for good inten- 
tions, even wheu they are misrepresenting 
and vilifyiuy the religion which he belicves 
in his heart to be true, and on which ho 
leans for deliverance from tho 
come. He must not allow himsclf to be 
surpassed by the unbeliever in patience 
and forbearance when he secs the creed 
which he is accustomed to hold in venera 
tion painted in false colors, and finds doc- 

trines which, bv far as they are believed and 
acted on, are calculated to regenerate the 
world, represented as irrational, degrading 
and injurious to morality. . This charitable 
spirit I shall endeavor, with God's help, to 
maintain in dealing with Mr. Spencer aud 
others who aesail the doctrines of Christ- 
ianity. I désire to beliove that their study 
of tho orderly and’ regular processes of 
what we call natard. has caused them to 
sew subjects of a different kind through a 
distorting medium, and that they are net 


instigated by any wrong motives or inten.

RECIPROCITY. 


Although recent despatches from Wash- 
ington have been of a nature to encourage 
the belief that the United States is prepar- 
ed to negotiate a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada, we adyise those who are interest- 
cd in the matter not to build their hopes 
too highly on the news from Washington. 
There are many and serious obstacles in 
the way—obstacles more numerous and of 
amore serious character than many ima- 
gine, as is shown by tho following extract 
from a lotter from the Washington corres- 
pendent of Bradstreets Journal, a well-in- 
formed authority : 

The Canadian Commissioner has gone to Lon. 
don. It is not casy to understand what informa- 
tion way haye been given him by our State De- 
partment, but as Mr. Toots inight remark, ‘‘It 
tg of no Consequence.” Our Government ia ¢o 
constituted that the opinion of the Executive 
Department is of very little importance as to 
the probability of any particular legislation, so 
long as the popular branch of the Government 
is Under the control of a party hostile to it, 
Sir Charles Tupper could have obtained as good 
infomation as to the drift of public opinion in 
Gals country vu that subject by readiug the news- 
papers. One thing that he would have been 
pretty certain to have found is that under exist 
tag political conditions there 1s little probability 
that euch a commercial union as has been pro- 
posed ly the’ sub-committes of the House Com- 
wittce Ou Poréign Affairs, however inuch it may 
he desired, 1s likely to be accomplished. It is 
no: tu the United States alone that there would 
he opposition to such a treaty. The British 
(rovernment, there is good reason to think, does 
not favor the establishment of very Lberal 
commercial relations between its colonies and 
other countries, but for that matter Canada has 
long since been largely independent of Great 
Britain, aud to-day the Canadian tariff bears®s 
heavily upon importations from Great Britain 
asit does upon the imports from our own 
country.

The Franco-Chinese War Cloud. 


In the French Cabinet, on Thursday, M. 
Ferry stated that the Chinese foreign board 
did not disavow the action of the Chinese 
regulars at Langson. The board admitted 
that the Chinese army had obeyed orders 
to retain possession of the city, though this 
was contrary to the second article of the 
recent Franco Chinese treaty, which pro- 
vides for the immediate withdrawal of the 
Chinese garrisons. China, how ever, con- 
tended that the evacuation of the frontier 
towns was conditional upon signature of a 
definity treaty. China also refused to re- 
cognize the stipulations agreed upon be- 
tween Li Hung Chang and Captain Four- 
nier for the eyacution of Langson, Sao 
Bang aud Lao Kay between June 6th and 
26th.

17,000 Men at Work on Coustruction East 
and West—Good Farming Prospects this 
Your. 

On Wednesday Mr, Collingwood Schrei- 
bor, Chief Engineerand General Manager 
of Government Railways, arrived in 
Toronto on his return from a visit to the 
Northwest. In conyersation with a reporter 
he stated that there were now about 13,000 
men at work on the eastern section of the 
Canadian Pacific Road. About 9,000 of 
these are at work between Port Arthur and 
Dry Lick, and 4,000 between Bannerman 
and Sudbury Junction. The contractors 
are making very rapid progress, and have 
already completed over two-thirds of the 
heavy rock-work. Out of the five tunnels 
on the section four will have daylight 
through them in about another month, and 
the other very shortly afterwards. 
has been laid 67 miles east of Port Arthur 
to Nepigon, and 14 miles of track construct- 
ed at Gravel Bay. In addition to this, 140 
miles of road have been completedand track 
laid between Bannerman and Callander, If 
the same rate of progress is continued dur- 
ing this summer and winter, as in the past, 
the whole of the track on the Lake Superior 
section will be laid by May Ist, 1885. On 
the Rocky Mountain section of the Cana- 
dian Pacilic there are now abcut 4,000 men 
at work, and track has been laid and com- 
pleted tive miles west of the summit of the 
Rocky Mountain range, and grading com- 
pleted an additional distance of ten miles. 
This makes a completed track 968 miles 
west of Winnipeg. On the Pacitic section 
there are now 170 miles of track laid, and 
within two months the whole track will be 
completed on what is known as the Onder- 
donk contracts, leaving a break of about 
276 miles yet to be completed.

shaken off. Motion was indispensable if 
one wished to avoid becoming numbed, 
and the writer kept on ‘‘ treading water,” 
and pushing the blocks of ice on which he 
leaned toward the shore. Three others 
did likewise, and ere long the foremost of 
the party declared that he felt his feet 
touch bottom, This was joyful news, and 
ina short time we were standing up to our 
armpits, clearing away the broken-up ice. 
The crowds on shore were noticed growing 
latyér and more frantic every moment, lad- 
ders were brought but sank through the 
rotten ice immediately. Several persons 
eager to rescue us stood out into the water 
and took hold of our hands as we waded 
clear of the ice. Ninging cheers were rais- 
ed_as each of us were pulled on shore, A 
couple of gentlemen took hold of the 
writer’s hands and persuaded him that the

called, and driven rapidly toward home, 
which was reached, us not much the worse 
for our wetting. Not so some forty others, 
who fell a prey to the icy cold of the water, 
and were dragged out one by one at inter- 
vals for a considerable time. The bodies 
on recovery were each taken to the Mary- 
lebone dead house, where the scenes upon 
identification were heartrending. The 
writer knew one or two of the victims in- 
timately. A coroner's inquest was opened, 
and its jury recommended the draining and 
filling up of the lake—which was in parts 
very deep—to a uniform depth of some 
four feet, which was done, 


An accident seldom happens with those 
drivers, for extreme caution, coupled with 
absolute control of their team and vehicle, 
and perfect knowledge of the laws of stage 
motion, governs all their acts. They are 
compelled to make rapid progress down hill 
to compensate for thé slower motion up, 
and they have learned by experience all its 
safeguards, and practice them. One driver 
will make this drive of seventy-five miles 
into the mountains one day, and back the 
next, every day of his life, until he knows 
every turn and rut and stone on the entire 
line, and his sinews are as strong as the 
lash of his whip. 

From the snow and mud of the Upper 
Sierras, to the flowers of the foothills, and 
the ripening grain of the valley below, is 
only daylight drive, and we rejoice again 
in the presence of early summer.

Murder in British Columbia, 


A Lennox County Man Killed by an Indian 
on the Skeena River, 


(Victoria, B. C., Standard, June 21.) 

By the arrival of the steamer Otter yes- 
terday afternoon frou: Skeena River and 
way ports news was received that on the 
6th inst. Amos Card Yeomans, a native of 
County Lennox, Ontario, aged about 40, 
the principal white trader between the 
yillages of Kitsilass and Kispihocks, 
murdered byan Indian of the tribe resident 
there.

He had ordered goods for the Indian 
trade on the Skeena River at his station 
at the head of canoe navigation beyond the 
big canyon of the river. There he met the 
father of the boys.

One of Wilson's men found several of their 
horses in possession of the Indians and under- 
took to secure some. An Indian attacked him 
with knives and was killed. This precipitated 
the fight. Seventeen hundred head 
are left at the mercy of the Indians, The com- 
mandant at Fort Lewis despatched a company 
of cavalry to drive the Indians back on their 
reservation, The Indians will probably reach 
their reservation well supplied with horses and 
cattle before the soldiers get in reach of them.

THE INDIAN TROUBLES, 
HEROIG CONDUCT OF POLICE. 
Harmony Again ‘Prevails; 


(Battleford Uerald Betray Tine 25.) 

For some months past rathors have been 
ourrent troubles with the 
Indians, but none, eduld be traced to any 
reliable souxee, and it s¢emed as» though 
the peacefulness which has 86 long reigned 
between the red man and the paleface was 
unbroken, That there was dis- 

content, however, could not be and was not 
concealed, but all thought that. the In- 
tlians—knowing their numerical weakness 
and how poorly they would be provisioned 
for a war—would not dare to entertain the 
idea of taking up arms agaist the authori- 
ties. Last week saw all these expectations 
suddenly scattered and an outbreak, fraught 
with untold horrors, only avoided by a mi- 
racle. 

It may not generally known ‘that 
Lucky Man and Little Pine have been al- 
lotted reserves on Battle River, the former 
adjoining Poundmaker on the west, tlic lat- 
ter’s reserve being some miles further up 
the river, In the past, however, Little 
Pine’s mon haye beon living on Lucky 
Man's reserve, but their intention was to 
proceed to their own reserve this week, On 
Tuesday, the 17th, matters were brought 
to aclimax. Instructor Craig was in the 
warchouse issuing ritions to Indians who 
had carned them when two men came in 
and asked for provisions, One of them, 
who liad been on the sick list for a few days, 
recelvod his portion, but-—-according to 
Craig’s story—the other, an indolont, troub- 
losome follow, also demanded rations. Craig 
promised iim that. if he weuld) work he 
would feed him, but not otherwise. The 
demand was renewed several times and as 
often refused, and losing his temper the In- 
dian seized an axchandle and struck Craig 
several blows with if. 16 so happened that 
asinall detachment of police had arrived on 
the reserve the previous cyoning, but they 
deemed it injudicious to attempt an arrest 
unassisted. 

On Wednesday morning Supt. Crozier, 
Inspector Antrobus and about thirty men 
left for the reserve, every available mount 
in the barracks being taken, Orders, how- 
ever, were left forall horses in the neigh: 
borhood to be held in readinéss at a 
mont’s notice Upon arriving the 
reserve Supt..Crozier found tho Indiaus 
gathered from all parts of the district for 
the purpose of holding their annual thirst- 
dance and indulging in threats as to whiat 
they would do in certain cases. Te at once 
ordered the cattle and provisions to. be re- 
moved frain Lucky Man's reserve to that of 
Poundmaker, at which place he constructed 
bastions of logs, rendere'l bullet-proof by 
tiers of sacks of four and oats, The horses 
were put in a corral behind the house, and 
earthworks thrown up to protect them. 
This work extended far into the night, but 
when completed presented a formidable ap- 
pearance aud could have been held for some 
time against considerable force 

Owing to the threatening attitude of the 
Indians a messenger was despatched to Bat- 
tleford for additional men and animunition, 
and early on Thursday morning Sergeant 
Major Kirk left with thirty additional men 
on horses that had been collected from ci- 
vilians. Notice was given that any women 
and children who so desired might be quar- 
tored in the barracks, and the rifles and 
amuiunition of the Battleford Infantry were 
issued to volunteers, many of the members 
haying left tho limits. 

The Indians, upon the arrival of the police, 
gathered in their horses, sent their women 
and children away and hung out their 
medicine-bag, which, according to their 
customs, meant an open declaration of war 
and an invitation to the red coats to ‘‘come 
on.” 

On Thursday, Major Crozicr sent Samuel 
Ballantine, instructor in Strike-him-on-the 
back’s reserve, to the camp to explain the 
object of his visit, aid to ask if they in- 
tended to give up the prisonors, Upon re- 
ceiving their reply, Major Crozier, unarm- 
od and unaccompanied by any one save an 
interpreter, yisited the camp and held a 
council with the chiefs. He explamed to 
them that the men had been accused of a 
breach of the law, and that he had received 
orders for their arrest—orders which he had 
no choice but to obey—and asked that the 
prisoners be given up to him quietly. He 
promised them a fair trial, and guarantced 
that if they were innocent, as they claimed 
to be, they would be released. At first 
they were determined in their refusal to 
give up the men, but after some delay it 
was proposed by some of the Crees that the 
trial should be held in the Indian camp 
'o this Major Crozier assented, although 
he explained to them that he would prefer

The 
mounted men, who had arrived, in the 
nieantime, oxtended in rear of the party 
on foot and were ordered to dismount and 
carbine a manwuvre which caused 
In the melee two 
belonged to the party on 
foot were overpowered and disarmed, In- 
deed, for a few minutes things looked very 
darkly, and it was nothing short of a mir- 
acle that prevented bloodshed, for had a 
rifle or « revolver gone off accidentally in 
the scuffle, there is no telling what might 
have been the result, as firing would un- 
doubtedly become general, and war to the 
knife have been declared. The prisoner 
was safely lodged in the guardroom and 
placed under a strong guard, while sentries 
wero posted on all sides of the fortified 
buildings. For some time after the arrest 
had been consummated the Indians appear- 
ed to be greatly excited and galloped about 
in all directions, shouting and flourishing 
their weapons. In the confusion which fol- 
lowed the arrest Interpreter Laronde was 
surtounded by the Indians and made a 
prisoner, but after it had been explained 
to them by himself and Mr. McKay that 
the part he had taken in the trouble was 
only in the discharge of his duty,thoy allow- 
ed him to “oO 

As Mr, MeKKay was about to leave the 
scene he heard an Indian say, ‘Il have one 
of their rifles, anyway; whereupon he 
stopped and demanded to know who had 
it, Poundmaker showed it, but when ask- 
od for it said he wanted the police to send 
him provisions first. Mr, McKay was frm, 
however, and ultimately succeeded in se- 
curing the rifle, as aleo a belt and revolver 
that had been taken, One Indian in the 
party, when he saw that Poundniaker was 
persistent in his refusal to surrender it, 
stepped forward and placed his own. rifle 
in the chiof’s hands, telling him that he had 
now no excuse for not delivering it up. The 
other rifle was also recovered and returned 
to the police by a friendly Indian who fell 
in the ranks of the police and announced 
his intention of dying with the white men, 

A quantity of flour and bacon was dis- 
tributed among those Indians who were 
positively identified as having taken a 
stand favorable to the police, and while 
this was being given out instructor Craig 
pointed out amongst the onlookers the 
Indian who had assisted the first prisoner 
in committing the assault. He was at once 
arrested and placed in the guardroom with 
his companion. Shortly after nine o'clock 
the police left with their prisoners for Bat- 
tleford, where they arrived about 4,30 a. 
in. on Saturday, complotely wearied out, 
many of them having been awake and on 
the move for fully forty-eight hours. 

THE RESULT, 

The thanks of the community are un- 
doubtedly due to Major Crozier for the 
successful manner in which bloodshed was 
arrested ; for had but one shot been fired 
human mind could not foresee what would 
have been the result. The courage and 
coolness of this officer in going amongst 
tho Indians unarmed and alone is desery- 
ing of the greatest praise, and at the same 
time he had taken such precautions that 
had war been declared the Indians would 
certainly have been defeated in the first 
conflict with the authorities. Captain An- 
trobus and the non-commissioned officers 
and men of **D” Division are deserving of 
the gratitude and admiration of all whose 
interest it was and is to see peace pre- 
served and the lives and property of set- 
tlers protected, Not a man flinched, but 
all alike were ready, should the word of 
command be given, and the need arise, to 
risk their lives in the discharge of their 
duty. When the treatment received by 
the police at the hands of the Indians is 
considered, their wonderful control of tem 
per is the more commendable. . A number 
of civilians, too, yoluntarily visited .the 
scene of the trouble and placed themselyes 
under the direction of the police These 
gentlemen, as well as the volunteers who 
took all necessary precautions to protect 
the, town against surpriso, Also deserve 
praise.

EXAMINATION OF THE PRISONERS. 

On Monday morning the prisoners were 
brought up before Major Crozier for pre- 
liminary oxamination, but that officer ox 
plained to them that he desired them to 
have their witnesses as well as the white 
men, and as their witnesses were not in he 
would adjourn the case until such time as 
they should arrive. He further stated to 
them that when they were arrested it was 
not by any means only for punishment but 
| for trial, He believed that an Indian 
| should always receive a fair trial, and im- 
formed the prisoners that as many of theit 
people as wished could come in to the trial 
| and give evidence, and the Indian's side of 
the question as well as the white man's 
would bé heard in full.

The Late Cheese Market, 


From the Utica Herald. 


It is useless to deny that the continued 
decline in the price of cheese is very dis- 
couraging. It is true that the occurrence 
of two holidays last week blocked the 
wheels of trade toa certain extent. But 
the heavy receipts, hot weather, large 
shipments from Canada, the almost entire 
absence of home trade and the absolute 
indifference of shippers made’ such a 
market as buyers dislike to sce at this time 
of year, When a dealer is obliged’ to beg 
a shipper to come and look at his goods, 
he necessarily puts himself at the merey 
of the shipper, and if he sells lie thust do7 
it at the shipper’s own prico. That is the 
position which buyers occupied last week. 
Without orders from abroad the shippers 
dare not take stock unless they can get it 
at a bargain, dud they are therefore com 
polled to depreciate prices. Montreal 
sunt out about 68,000 boxes, & portion of 
which came from the western states, The 
Bulletin's roceipts for the first four days of 
the week foot up to 75,553 boxes. The 
stock of cheese of all kinds in the city 
July 1, was 35,623 boxes. against 17 ;

Beer Drinking and Heart Discase, 


Vhe habitual consumption of beer in ex- 
cessive quantities tends to hypertrophy by 
the direct action of alcohol upon the heart, 
by the enormous amount of fluid introdue- 
od into the bedy, and by the ensily assimi- 
lated nutvitive constituents of tho beer it- 
Furthermore such habits are often 
associated with grout bodily activity and at 
least relatively luxurious manuer of life. 
The average weight of the normal heart in 
man is relatively greater in Munich than 
elsewhere, a fact, without doubt, depend- 
ont upon the excessive consumption of 
beer inthat city.

Some Wacts About the New Mangel 
Parasite. 


Mr. William Brodie, President of the 
Natural History Society, has furnished a ' 
Globe reporter the result of his investigation 
respecting the new mange] pest, to which 
referenco was made in these columns last 
week, 

*T visited some fields in York and Scar- 
boro’ townships,’ said Mr. Brodie, ‘on Fri- 
day morning last. By actual count in the } 
five fields we visited out of 500 plants 155 | 
or 31 per cent. had been attacked.’ 

* Were there any marked differences in 
the extent of injury done ?’ 

*Yos, the plants that were mare advan- 
ced were more injured than those of later 
growth. 

‘How do you account for that {’ 

‘There are propably two broods, the first 
of which attacked the early plants, the second 
not being sutliciently developed yet to do 
much injury.’ 

Mr. Brodie produced specimens which 
he had secured and exhibited them.

Speech by Mr, John W lite, Mf. 1. 


Bro. John White, M. P.,) who was» re 
ceived with applause, expressed hig plea- 
sure at meeting such a large and onthusias- 
tic gathering, presided over by one of their 
past County Masters, whom he had had 
the priviloge of mocting & quarter of a cen- 
tury agoin the Grand Lodgo. of British 
North Amorica. (Cheers). This wag his 


first visit to the western counties and he 
was dolighted to seo the wittness of pros 
perity on every hand. Twelve months 
ago he had addressed 4 meeting in tho 


town of Woodstock and had there thanked 
the member for North Oxford, Mr. James 
Sutherland, a Reformer,for the manly part 
he had taken in supporting the incorpora- 
tion bill. He was sorry he could. not ex- 
tond a similar courtesy on. the present oo- 
casion to the member for West Huron, Mr. 
Canieron. Both these gentlomen were 
Scotclimen, both Reformers, both Presby- 
terians. One, however, was a Protestant 
in heart and spirit, anxious to do what was 
fair to all parties, the other a timo-serving 
politician who occupied the. time. of the 
House of Commons iii an uneéalled-for and 
unnecessary manner, There was no church 
more antagonistic to the church of Rome 
than the Prespyterian, and yet Mr. Camo- 
ron, a member of the Jatcer body, bought 
omblems to be placed in R. 0. Churches; 
ndt to lead Roman Catholies to heaven, bat 
as amattor of barter, to catch votes for 
hiniself. (Hear, hear.) Another member 
for Huron, Sir Richard Cartwright, they 
had borrowed from the cast. He sat 
with the Grits, but he was as much of a 
Conservative as Sir John Macdonald or 
himeelf (Mx. White). Towa Sir Richard 


was not at Home, he was in bad company 


(laughter). He had invested his money 
in Reform oclections, and doubtless was 
anxious to recoup himself by office. There 


was no man he (Mr. White) hada kindlier 
feeling for than the hon. member for East 
Huron, Mr. Thos. Farrow,when, at a cer- 
tain period some expressed a desire that 
the Orange incorporation bill should not be 
pressed, he was one of those who advocat 

ed its being brought forward, thus showing 
himself a true member of the order, (Ap- 
plause.) There was little necessity for 
him (Mr. White) to. say anything about the 
Orange institution. The preceding speak- 
erhad addressed them cloquently, and 
doubtless others would refer to. the histor- 
ic aspect of the occasion. It had been ask- 
ed of him “If Orangemen cannot get that 
incorporation they require, why do you not 
vote against acts of incorporation for thio 
Church of Rome?” The answer he gave was 
that as Orangemen it was their duty to do 
what was right by all parties, (Applause.) 
Seven times had they opplied to the Pro- 


vincial Parliament for incorporation, Mr, 
Mowat voted for ‘the bill in cach of its 
stages, on its first production, but instead 


of allowing it to tuke its usual course and 
become law,in accordance with the expres- 
pressed will of the House, he referred it to 
Ottawa. The Dominion Government sent 
it back saying that it was a local matter. 
Mr. Mowat then said he would give a gen- 
eral act, but they as Orangemen said thoy 
would have a special Act on the statute 
book or none atall, Six times after that had 
the bill been introduced,and refused on each 
oceasion. During the lastsession of Parlia- 
ment Mr, Blake had made a great speech, 
so great that, as he had remarked in the 
House, it was lucky the Speaker employed 
a stout healthy pago to carry away the dif- 
ferent books from which Mr. Blake quoted 
(laughter). He had taken ground then 
which was opposed to the intorests of his 
party, and he (Mr. White) said confidently 
that had the Reformers voted for the bill 
many Orangemen would have supported 
Mr. Blake and his party at the next elec- 
tion. Mr. Blake said that oath-bound se- 
cret societies met not for good, but for evil; 
not to keep the peace, but to disturb it, — 
but yet that some societies or organizations 
in timos of trouble were necessary. He 
spoke and voted against the Orange bill in 
order to get the support of Archbishop 
Lynch and the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 
When he denounced secret societies, he 
was takon to task by Mr. Baker, of British 
Columbia, and in answering him said he did 
not refer to the Freemasons. Recently tho 
Pope and the Roman. Catholic hierarchy 
had been attacking the Masons, and it was 
a wonder to him (Mr, White) how Mr. 
Blake would get the support of the Roman 
Catholics when he excepted the Freema- 
sons from his remarks. He was also taken 
to tusk hy the sucretary of the Oddfellows’

society, and to that gentleman he replied, | 


he did not refer to tho Oddfellows. It 
thus appeared that the burden of his re- 
marks was against the Orange institution 
What was the past record of this gentleman 
who now posed before the world as the 
cnemy of Protestantism? As a member of 
the Hlouse of Commons he fought hard to 
get Mr, Mackenzie into office. When tho 
Reform Government was formed he at 
first refused to take a position, but finally 
sccopted the portfolio of Ministor of Jus, 
tice. He had not held jt long before he 
desprted his party; when the election of 
1878 came, he again deserted by going to 
the old country for the yood of his health 
(laughter, ) 
feated ho fought the battle in Opposition 
as well as he could, but all the time ho had 
to contend against the intrigues of My 
Blake, and was finally overthrown by him. 
Mv, Mackenzie was now broken down in 
health, he had been basely doserted by his 
friends, deposed to make Way for tho in- 
trigguer There was more honesty and 
tatesmanshipin Mr. Mackenzio’s left hand 
than in tho whole of Mr. Blako's body 
This was theo man who hoped atsome time 
to be the Prime Ministor of Canada, u man 
who insulted their brethren, who insulted 
noble Orango ladios, and the groat mon of 


their Order Were thoy going to permit 
this (No, no.) Letit bo thicirs to see that 
only those were returned to Parliament 


who would give thein justice (Applause, 
and crios, ‘* we will.) They would not be 
insulted or trampled upon, but would hurl 
back with scorn the misorable insinuation 
made against them, (Applause ) Could thoy 
forgive such conduct? No. Forgot it} No 
Why should they not?

(New York Sun.) 

A great deal of capital is gotting absorbed 
in opening & number of highways into the 
far interior of Africa, 

Late last year Dr. Chayanne, an Aus- 
tralian engineer, was omployed by the king 
of tho Belgians to trace a route fora nar- 
row-gaugo railway along the Kwilu- 
Niari valley from the coast to Loopold- 
ville. Ho left Madeira in February last 
for the mouth of the Congo, where he was 
to be joined by 100 Zanzibaris, with whom 
he expected to go north at once and begin 
his survey. 

Three years ayo, when the French gavo 
up their project of building a railroad 
across the Sahara desert to Timbuktu, 
thoy turnod their attention to the develop- 
ment of their Senegambian provinces, 
they have built a line of forts connecting 
St. Louis at tho mouth of tho Senegal 
river with the Niger, and are now pushiag 
forward a railroad over 300 miles long, be- 
tween tho head of navigation on the 
Senegal and Niger. France expects by 
means Of its forts and railroad lines not 
only to protect its independency, Senegal 
fromthe encroachments of theinterior tribes, 
but also to make the Upper Niger easily 
accessible, and to open trading relations 
with the millions that inhabit its banks 
without passing through the malarious 
regions of the Niger delta, 

The railroad leading north from Capo 
Town is getting extended across the Orange 
river to Kimberly, the bustling city of the 
diamond miners, The completion of this 
road will give the travellers rapid transit 
for 250 miles on his way to the Zambesi. 
The journey from Cape Town or Durban 
to Victoria Falls has, in fact, alroady ceas- 
ed to be formidable, The missionaries 
who have adyanced their outposts several 
hundred miles north of the fiold where 
Moffat and Livingstone labored have, 
through their friondly relations with the 
chiefs, made the road so!safe that last year 
Mr. R. C. Williams, with his wife and 
child, made the journey to the Zambosi, 
demonstrating that another practical route 
towards Central Africa is developing. 

If the British build their projected road 
from Suakim to Berber the Soudanese will 
have, when peace comes, an outlet.for the 
products of their immenso area of fertile 
lands, When Moomtaz Pasha, Governor 
of the Soudan in 1873, required each vil- 
lage to raise a certain amount of cotton, 
the great crop that lay ungathered on the 
ground demonstrated both the productive- 
ness of the soil and the futility of stimulat- 
ing agriculture in the Soudan until means 
of transport were secured. 

Such enterprises as these will play a 
large part in developing Africa, and will 
greatly facilitate the work of the explorer

The Cholera, 


Dr. Koch's Theory. 

The Paris Ganlois publishes the following 
interview with Dr, Koch 

Touton, July 14.-—Apponded isan ab 
stract report of an interview Lhiad last 
night with Dr, Koch and his assistant, Dy, 
Libertz, of l'rankfort. 

“Avo you off from Marseilles 1 

‘Yes, there is no more for me to do there, 
I haye quite made up my mind, All the 
post-mortoms I have made confirm the re 
sults of my first. investigation, which put 
the Asiatic character of the soured beyond 
the vuestion., I found some phenomena 
as in the case which I investigated in In- 
dia,’ 

‘Wore the microbes identical ? 

‘Precisely, 1 found thein in the body of 
that soldier, Besnard, whose post mortem 
I made on Sunday evening, Indeed, I found 
more than IT had seen in Egypt. Messrs. 
Strauss & Roux, who were standing by, all 
recognized the pesence of Indian microbe 
in Egypt, but had always seen it mixed 
with others, where in the post mortems 
that Thave made here the Indian mi- 
crobes outnumbered the others immense- 


y, 

‘Where do you find the microbes in the 
time of epidemics ?' 

‘The microbe is rarely met with in the 
stomach. The disorders of the digestive 
organs and the gastric disorders are not 
favorable to it, It takes refuge in the 
small intestines, where it can vasily mul. 
tiply.’ 

‘What mischief does the microbe in the 
intestines do?’ the doctor was asked. 

‘First, its presence causes diarrhca and 
vomiting, leading to thickening and chil- 
ling of the blood, then it secretes an in- 
toxicating poison which causes the dry in- 
stantaneous cholera in the original—fou- 
droyant sec—that is the cholera without 
diarrhea,’ 

*Whith such precise informationfas this, 
Doctor, surely one should soon be able to 
destroy microbe ?’ 

*No doubt, but Ihave nothing to do 
with cures." Tama mere observer. Let 
others profit by observation and suggestions. 
I have already told you that the contamin- 
ation is not caused by the air, but by the 
absorption of microbes, infecting food, 
especially water and solid food introduced 
into the digesiye tubes.’ 

“I presume that explains why this after- 
hoon you advise the members of the sani- 
tary committee to shut up the wells and 
counsel the people to drink boiled water, 
or water from noninfected places, or light 
mineral waters.’ 

‘Yes, it also explains the necessity of 
taking only well cooked food, peeled fruits, 
yegetables’ and preserves. Remember

‘Will you kindly explain your theory to 
enable me to repreat it ?’ 

“With pleasure. I hold that microbes are 
transmissable only by excrements or ob- 
jects soiled by excreéments. Conséquently 
the first precaution to take is to subject 
the lnen of cholera patients to hot air, and 
phenic acid, more or less concentrated. 
Microbes connot live in concentrated so- 
lution of phenic acid, or in a dry atmos- 
phere. Remember that they develope and 
multiply in the damp. They have been 
found in ponds in cholera countries,’ 

“Would a great storm of wind; the 
tuistral for instance, destroy microbes in 
apartments of linen, etc?’ 

‘Yes ; certainly... No- »soiled) object. is 
the least dangerous once it is'dry, for’ the 
microbe has become powerless to reproduce 
itself ; indeed it is dead.’ 

*One more question,’ said our correspond- 
ent. ‘Itis this: Did the theory of the 
destruction of the miscrobe by dryness lead 
you to advise the closing up and drying of 
contaminated apartments for several days ?’ 

‘Yes, and to pronounce the disinfecting 
of luggage, letters, and travellers ineffect- 
ual, I cannot tnderstand how any faith 
was ever put in it.’ 

‘How about watering the streets and the 
boulevards ?’ 

‘This practice is dangerous. It favors the 
conditions needed for the reproduction and 
progagation of microbes,’ 

‘Then it would be preferablo to leave the 
streets dry and dusty ?’ 

* Certainly.’ 

* What is your opinion regarding the ori- 
gin of the present epidemic ? 

* I think IT may say that considering the 
precaution taken by the naval authorities 
cholera was imported in some merchant 
ship, probably English. They do not 
scruple on English vessels to hide deaths 
which occur on voyages or to falsify logs.’ 

* Of course,’ said 1, ‘ you disapprove of 
crow ds altogether ?

Alligator hunting has now become one 
of the regular occupations of inany of the 
professional sportsmen of the South. About 
fifteen years ago the attempt was made to 
introduce alligator skin into the northern 
markets, but native tanners were unskilled 
and it was not until the eastern tanneries 
took the planin hand that it was made 
successful, Alligators are taken in larger 
numbers by craft than by skilful shooting. 
They are fished for, and the following 
graphic description of the method is given : 
Fresh pork is the usual bait, of which the 
reptiles are fonder, even, than of the tra- 
ditional dog or colored baby. Alligator 
hunters, who are paid according to the 
number and size of their game, go to some

On their return they witness 
a lively scene, if any ‘gators have been 
hooked. It is a peculiarity of the reptiles 
to make unceasing efforts to escape’ when 
they find themselves fast,and they perform 
aquatic antics that would put a sea-lion to 
the blush, churning the water with their 
powerful tails, prancing and leaping, some- 
times entirely out of the water, turning 
over and over, diving and tugging and snap- 
ping their horrid jaws upon the chains 
which guard the first few feet of the lines. 
The, monsters utter frightful bellowings 
all the while, until the air fairly” trembles 
with the sound. The strong and sickening 
odor of musk is emitted by them in their 
anger, and it requires a strong stomach 
and stout neryes to withstand subsequent 
proceedings. Approaching the lines, the 
men haul the alligators inshore by main 
strength, and pull them out on dry ground, 
where an executioner, armed with a stout 
flail and a keen knife fastened at the end 
of a pole, stands ready to make an end of 
thestrauggle. “A couple of hard thwacks 
with the flail across the switching tail of 
the victim, and a deep stab in tlie tender 
throat, soon end his life, This» persistent 
hunting is, of course, thinning out the 
ranks of the alligator, but no one seems to 
regret their departure. The skins are now 
worth about $10 to the hunters, but the 
price will doubtless advance as the mighty 
Saurian hears extinction,

these fragments are thrown latterly out of 
the power of the ascending current, and 
then fall to the ground,ofton with violence, 
from their lofty flight. If such a cloud ap- 
pear in the west or southwest, one should 
make all haste to the north or south of its 
probable track ; but there is seldom time 

to escape, ‘The rapidity of the storm's ap- 
proach, the noise of its roaring, the fear 

that its darkness and destruction natuaral- 
ly inspire, too often serve totakeaway one's 
presence of mind; and, before there istime 
for reflection, the whirl has come and pas- 
sed, and the danger is over for those who 
survive. The force of the wind is terrific. 
Heavy cars have been carried, free from 
the ground, at such a velocity that, when 
they strike the tires are bent and twisted, 
and the spokes are broken from the hubs. 
Iron chains are blown through the air, 
Large beams are thrown with such strength 
that they penetrate the firm earth a foot or 
more, Children and even men have often 
been carried many feet above the ground, 
sometimes dropped unhurt. A yelocity of 
wind exceeding LOO miles an hour, is re- 
quired to produce such effects. Strange ex- 
amples of the wind’s strength are found in 
the treatment of small objects; nails are 
driven head first into planks; a cornstalk 
is shot partly through a door, recalling the 
firing of acandle through a board. More 
than this, the wind shows signs of yery un- 
equal motions in a small space ; bedding 
and clothing are torn to rags ; harness is 
stripped from horses. Nothing can with- 
stand the awful violence of the tornado’s 
centre ; and yet at a distance to one side 
or the other, there is not only no harm 
done, but there is no noticeable digturbance 
in the gentle winds, The track of mark- 
ed disturbance averages only half mile, 
and the path of great destruction is: often 
only a few hundred feeb wide.—Prof. Da- 
vis’ work on ‘Whirlwinds, Cy lones and Ter-

Manitoba's Parm. 


Tateresting Exhibit at the Edinburgh For- 
estry Exhibition, 


The Edinburgh Scotsman contains the 
following description of a feature of the In- 
ternational Forestry Exhibition being held 
at Edinburgh ;—The Manitoba farm, in the 
open-air portion of the Exhibition, has now 
been thoranghly equipped, and will serve to 
convey to visitors a good idea of the mode 
of life followed by pioneer settlers in the 
great Canadian Northwest, as also of the 
cost to be incurred by the emigrant farmer 
in making a start in his new A 
tent, with camp-fire in front, is erected in- 
side theentrance gate of the steading, and 
this contains the settler’s box, blankets and 
cooking utensils. He is supposed to live here 
very comfortably while the virgin soil is 
being turned in order to procure a first 
crop, and his first dwelling-house is in pro- 
cess of being put’ together. The house 
shown on the farm is a dwelling of two 
apartments, furnished “in the manner 
commonly adopted by new settlers, each 
article bearing the price at which it can 
be purchased in Manitoba, In the grate 
of the front room are specimens of coal 
from the Souris district of the province ; 
but it is explained that settlers gener- 
ally use the firewood which is to be found 
their 
convenient 


home.

The Globe's despatch says the Court in- 
timated that decision would be in favor of 
Ontario, whilst the Meil’s cablegram states 
thatthe only question decided by the Court 
Was that the westerly boundary of Ontario 
shall be the North-west angle of the Lake 
of the Woods. We are inclined to think 
that the Mail's report is correct, us Mr. 
Mowat’s message confirms it. 

The following comments of the Mail, 
with which we fully agree, set the ques- 
tion in a clear light : 


The first question for cousideration by the 
Privy Council, wns: 

“Whether the award is or is not, under all 
circumstances, binding Y” 

The decisicn is that the award ix not binding. 
That disposes OF a good deal of rabbishy Grit 
rhetoric, as we hayealready pointed out with 
some degree of particularity. 

The second question for decision was : 

“ What, on the evidence set forth, is the true 
“boundary between the t\vo provinces, Ontario

The Judicial Cornmittee has decided that the 
uorth-westerly angle of the Lake of the Woods 
is the beginmmng of the south-westerly boundary 
of the Province of Ontario. Thatis the only 
point decided. It is not decided how the line 
rans north, nor how far. As to the westerly 
boundary of Ontario We uiay assume that the 
dectsion substantiates the Award, and makes 
Rat Portage, for instaice, a part of Ontario's 
tertitory. 

There remain other pointsto be decided, How 
far north cloes the line rin, forinstance? It ix 
state in our despatches that it ix probable that 
the northerly boundary of Ontario and of Mani: 
toba will be held tu be thé same, The quéstion 
is to be reported on mors fully, when the true 
limits of the Hudson Bay territory, as pointed 
out im our despatch of the 16th inst. are ascer- 
tained. 

A third quostion reniains to be decided, viz., 
whether, in cause legislation is needed to make 
the decision effectual and biuding, Acts passed 
by the Parliament 6f Canada and the Provincial 
Legislatures of Ontario and Maniteha, in con- 
nection with the Imperial Act 34 Vie, «. 23, ox 
otherwise, will be eniliciént, or whether a new 
Iroperial Act for the Purpose is necessary.

Mr. Vantassell first ho 
ticed the plants about two years ago, grow- 
ing in largo patches near his place on the 
prairie, His attention was drawn moro es- 
pecially towards them by the beautiful fruit 
that then hung in clusters, Like Eve, he 
was tempted, and tried the fruit, and pro- 
nounced itgood. He then gathored sume 
of the tomatoes and had them canned, find- 
ing them equal in every respect to the On- 
tario sweet tomato. Since then, Mr. Van- 
tassell informs us, he has cultivated-these 
luxurious plants in his own garden. From 
what the Sun can learn of this plant it feels 
sure that it will prove not only of great ben- 
otit to residents of this Province, but must 
be looked to as one of the greatest of luxn- 
ries if only properly cultivated.

THE DOMINION GOVERNMENT 
AND THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 


Mutelliquneee. 


Under this heading the Mail states vory 
clearly and satiafactor ily the position of the 
Dominion Governinent with regard to the 
boundary question, “fteshould be under 
stood, says our contemporary, that the Do- 
minion Government is no party to the case 
of Ontario.and Manitoba before the Privy 


Macdoniald oifored on 


Council. Sir John

yo to the Judicial Comunittee without the 
Dominion Government being « party. 

Of course the Grit organ assails Sir John 
Macdonald. But all intelligent men will 
see that the Premier was simply acting in 
conformity with law,and in the interests of 
the Dominion. If the Dominion Premier is 
not a Dominion man, the Confederation 
must go to pieces sooner or later. Let the 
reader look at the facts of the case. 

1. The DominionGovernment was bound 
as the guardian of Dominion interests in 
mines and minerals and timber, c., to 
get a final and legal settlement of the 
Boundary question, No other settlement 
was worth a rush. The Award was not a 
fnal and legal settlement, as has been de- 
cided ; it was not worth a rush. It did 
not decide where the true boundary was, 

2. The troe boundary could only be 
specially fixed by a court of competent jur- 
isdiction, since the boundary was named 
by an Imperial Statute, though not de- 
scribed by metes and bounds. 

3, Such a court of compotent jurisdic: 
tion had already decided in the case of 
Kex vs. Reinhardt that the western boun- 
dary of Ontario was a line drawn due north 
from the confluence of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers. The Dominion Govern- 
ment was bound to accept and be governed 
by that decision until it was reversed by 
another and higher court. ~ 

4. The Conservative Government were 
trom the first anxious to submit the ques- 
tion to such a court. Sir John Macdonald 
pressed for such @ submission in 1872. ‘The 
House of Comnions pressed for such a sub- 
utission in 1882. But the Mowat Govern- 

ment always refused, and was only forced 
into the submission in 1884. 

5. Neither the Dominion Goyernment 
nor the Dominion Parliament (to whose 
discretion Mr. Mackenzie reserved the 
award) were desirous of depriving Ontario 
of any territory for the Dbenetit of the Do- 
inion ; for, by statute introduced by the 
Government, Parliament conveyed all the 
territory between the Western boundary 
of Ontarioand the Eastern boundary of 
Manitoba to the latter province. 

Tt will thus be seen that the Dominion 
Government neithor gains nor loses by the 
decision. Alf that the Government wanted 
to arrive at was to settle once and forever 
te true boundaries of the provinces. ‘That 
result Mr, Mowat,tried to avoid in order 
that he might haveacry. But he has been 
forced into an appeal which will now be 
decided ; and of course the Dominion Goy- 
ernment will be most happy to congratu- 
lute the Province of Ontario if the dispute 
is in her favor as against the claims of 
Manitoba. The Dominion Government 
“may, however, say to the Ontario Govern- 
ment, “Tf you had listened to us you

The receipts of the Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way for the week ending July 2lst, were 
$125,000 against $124,000 inthe correspon- 
ding period last year, showing an increase 
of 21,000. The number of miles of track in 
operation is 2,408 against 1,704 in the same 
timo in 1883, 

The showing of the Grand Trunk railway 
for the week ending July 19th, searcely 
compares as favorably.

During this time the number 
of passengers carried was 108,936, against

How Mowat was Trapped. 

Too much praise cannot be given the 
Manitoba authorities for the part they 
took in foreing Mr. Mowat into court on 
the Boundary question and hastening the 
judicial decision which the Ontario Govern- 
nent was bending all its energies to avoid. 
For ten years the Grit Government refused 
to go to the Privy Council. The plea put 
forward was that the Government did not 
want ‘‘foreign’’ judges to interfere in 
Canadian questions.

He saw that it 
would result in an eventual appeal to the 
Privy Counteil on the question of jurisdic- 
tion.

stable, to Mr. Mowat’s chagrin, acting 
under instructions from Manitoba, refused 
to go until legally released. Meanwhile 
Manitoba proceuded with its case on the 
constablo’s behalf in the courts. ‘There 
was now nothing for Mr. Mowat to do but 
to come down. And come down he did. 
Under compulsion and much against his 
will, he consented to a reference to the 
Privy Council. Had it not been for the 


shrewdness of Attorney-General Miller 
who engineered the uffuir, and out ene 
ralled Mr. Mowat—tho question would 
have been kept out of the courts . for ano- 
ther generation, it being the object of the 
Ontorio Ministers to keep the dispute open 
in Order that, like true demagovues, 
might live upon the discontent thoy 
creating, —Muil ;

How a Salmon takes the Fly, 

Now the beauty about salmon fishing is 
that your tackle isn’t much heayier than if 
you were whipping some mountain brook 
for trout. Your rod is elastic and strong 
and you reel must hold at least three hun- 
dred feet of fine silk line. Your fly drops 
lightly on the surface and if the salmon is 
in the humor he goes for itatonce. Now,a 
trout rises to a fly with aswoop and whirl, 


and away he goes. Your salmon darts 
from his hiding-pl: in metor fashion 


also,but before he reaches the fly he pauses 
within a few inches of it. The pious guides 
cross themselves at this interesting moment, 
** He is saying his grace,” they say. Then 
the salmon rises, opens his mouth and 


draws it in, and drops back toward the 


bottom ; that is, when lie gets himself in 
trouble. In dropping down he sets the 
hook tirmly in his upper jaw, and then is 
when he begins to yet you in trouble. As 


soonas he feels the hook things begin to boil. 


Away he'll go and take one hundred feet 


of line off your reel before you kuow it. 
Then, the chances are that he'll take aii- 
other course, perhaps straight towards you 


and then you've got to work to take up 
that slack line, As soon as you draw it 
taut on the reel, and he feels the pull on 
the hook, whiz! he will come out of the 
water and shoot into the air a dozen feet. 


Taking «a header, he darts down to the 


depths again, tearing this way and 
that way, round and round, and 
keeping your fingers busy at the 


reel. Then suddenly out of the water he 


comes again, throwing himself high above 


the water, and, describing a capricious arc 
in mid-air, falls back into his elément again, 


quivering with excitement and pain, and 
sparkling with spray. 


Finding that these 
tactics fail to release him from the hook, 


the chances ave that he may take it into his 


head to seek another part of the river, and 
down the stream he gous ike a race horse.
